As  we  expected  to  be  up  all  night,  we  went 
for  my  wife’q  mother  and  her  children, 
and  took  them  to  the  sume  place. 

About  8  P.  M.  we  first  noticed  the  water 
from  the  gulf  which  kept  rising  until  it 
lifted  the  house  up,  and  before  we  could 
open  the  docks  and  let  the  house  fill  with 
water,  it  had  moved  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile.  We  put  the  women  and  children  on 
beds  that  floated,  until  I  saw  the  water 
still  rising,  and  I  cut  a  hole  in  the  ceiling 
with  my  kuiffc  so  I  could  break  off  a  plank 
large  enough  for  us  to  get  into  the  garret. 

The  waters  rose  until  six  feet  above  the 
highest  point  on  the  Bayou— remained  so 
until  daylight,  when  a  most  sickening 
sight  met  oqr  eyes  in  every  direction. 
Houses  were  missing,  the  stores,  boats 
and  gin,  all  gtrne  but  one  steamboat. 

As  soon  as  the  waters  went  down,  so  I 
could  make  to  the  first  house  I  set  out  and 
found  three  bpdies  in  going  a  quarter  of  a 
mile. 

Late  the  ne;;t  evening  a  steamboat  came 
down  from  Onange,  30  miles,  with  water 
and  provisions,  and  has  been  making 
trips  every  day,  taking  off  people  and  help¬ 
ing  the  distressed. 

I  helped  pick  up  and  bury  sixteen  that 
day  and  then  he  people  requested  me  to 
take  charge  ol  the  women  and  children, 
and  take  them  to  Orange,  so  they  could 
look  after  the  lead  aud  missing.  So  here 
I  am  with  eigl  ty  under  my  charge.  The 
people  of  Ora  lge  have  responded  nobly 
and  we  are  no),  suffering  for  anything. 

All  of  Mrs.  B’s  family  are  saved — but 
her  place,  as  well  as  mine  is  perfectly 
bare — everything  gone  but  the  land,  houses, 
horses,  cattle, 1  clothing,  bedding,  etc. 

My  wife  and  I  have  each  a  change  of 
clothing,  and  $he  has  as  brave  a  heart  as 
three  men.  The  day  after  the  storm  the 
body  of  a  woman  came  floating  by  per¬ 
fectly  nude.  She  took  a  sheet  and  wad-
